visit to Shanghai, China. We are 
printing the article here for Clip- 
per readers: 

A Tour In Shanghai, China 

The Chinese city tour took us 
to a part of Shanghai which may 
well be called the ‘cradle in which 
this magnificent city was born, as 
you enter through one of the nu- 
merous iron gates you leave be- 
hind the 20th century and go back 
hundreds of years, this old city 
was first founded some 2000 years 
ago. 

Our Chinese guide, Jimmie, ex- 
plained to us that the city covers 
about four miles and was sur- 
rounded by moats and _ bridges, 
and at one time by a wall which 
was built to keep out foes, ‘The 
old name of the city was “Hu.” It 
probably came into importance as 
a fishing town, and later, owing 
to its excellent anchorage, it wa3 
destined to become a commercial 
port and was renamed “Shanghai,” 
meaning “Upper Sea.” 

We made our “way along nar- 
row, crowded streets and across 
zig-zag bridges which we were told 
are supposed to ward off evil spir- 
its, for the latter can only travel 
in a straight line. This brought

Our guide explain- 
ed that the roofs of the temple 
were turned up to discourage the 
evil spirits. 

We were met at the entrance 
by several monks who live in the 
temple. Their heads were shaved 

‘and small scars could be seen on 
their heads, caused from incense 
burns (this is a part of their re- 
ligion.) When the monks have 12 
marks they are full-fledged and 
can go to any temple in the land 
and dine or live for nothing. To 
obtain these marns they must go 
into confinement for a certain pe- 
riod of*time. 

The first Shrine houses the 
Laughing Budha; the second, Yao 
Shihfo, the Healing Budha; Wei 
T’o, the Protector of all monastic 
buildings, and the four sky Gods, 
The third and main Shrine holds 
Sakyamuni, the present : Buddha, 
who is in the center of the group; 
Wen-Shu, the God of Transcen- 
dent Wisdom, is seated on a lotus 
leaf to Sakyamuni’s left. Pu-Hsien, 
on Sakyamuni’s right, is the God 
of Universal Kindness; and Bud- 
dha, Religious Eestacy. Many 
highly colored images decorated 
the wall, each having a certain 
legend, The fourth Shrine houses 
the King of Paradise and God of 
Immeasurable Light.

Oriental customs 
and traditions are so unlike those 
of any other part of the world that 
you must know them well in order 
to be well acquainted with the Chi- 
nese people.

the buildings which form the 
family quarters, The huge rocks 
were brought from the sea coast, 
and bamboo planted. This is a 
sign of royalty. Due to a misun- 
derstanding between the emperor 
and the rich man, he was com- 
pelled to give his home to the pub- 
ic. It is now a club house and 
bankers’ guild, 

Our next stop was at the “city 
temple,” where we saw the “ten 
courts of hell.” The Chinese come 
to worship and ask for forgive- 
hess at this house. When a per- 
son dies the family goes to the 
temple and burns incense and sil- 
ver paper (artificial money) for 
the deceased. They believe that 
the money they burn will be their 
savings in heaven, They burn red 
and white candles, red represent-} 
ing happiness and white sorrow. 
Severa! Chinese were going 
through the ceremony while we 
were there, Incense was burning 
at the foot of each Budha whieh 
combined with the odor of the 


drying fish and meat, gave a most 
unpleasant smell. 

After seeing the ancient temple 
with its oriental atmosphere, we 
returned to the truck and contin- 
ued our journey to the “Lung- 
hwa Pagoda and temple.” 

The “Lunghwa or Dragon Flow- 
er Pagoda” and tefple” date back 
to the Han Dynasty, about 800 
A. D. One of the emperors of the 
three kingdoms found a beautiful 
piece of jade here and was so 
pleased that he ordered the Pago- 
da built on the site. The temple 
was founded by a king named 
“Woo’’ at the end of the Han Dy- 
nasty, in memory of his mother. 
It consists of several large build- 
ings separated by courtyards. 

The temple is guarded by a spir- 
it wall and two huge lions at the 
gate which are defenders of the 
law. Dragons could be seen at in- 
tervals along the wall to keep out 
the evil spirits. Our guide explain- 
ed that the roofs of the temple 
were turned up to discourage the 
evil spirits. 

We were met at the entrance 
by several monks who live in the 
temple. Their heads were shaved 
and small scars could be seen on 
their heads, caused from incense 
burns (this is a part of their re- 
ligion.) When the monks have 12 
marks they are full-fledged and 
can go to any temple in the land 
and dine or live for nothing. To 
obtain these marns they must go 
into confinement for a certain pe- 
riod of *time. 

The first Shrine houses the 
Laughing Budha; the second, Yao 
Shihfo, the Healing Budha; Wei 
T’o, the Protector of all monastic 
buildings, and the four sky Gods, 
The third and main Shrine holds 
Sakyamuni, the present : Buddha, 
who is in the center of the group; 
Wen-Shu, the God of Transcen- 
dent Wisdom, is seated on a lotus 
leaf to Sakyamuni’s left. Pu-Hsien, 
on Sakyamuni’s right, is the God 
of Universal Kindness; and Bud- 
dha, Religious Westacy. Many 
highly colored images decorated 
the wall, each having a certain 
legend, The fourth Shrine houses 
the King of Paradise and God of 
Immeasurable Light. 

There are many more facts of 
interest to be learned in the city 
of Shanghai. Oriental customs 
and traditions are so unlike those 
of any other part of the world that 
you must know them well in order 
to be well acquainted with the Chi- 
nese people. The members of the 
group who participated in this 
tour returned well satisfied and I 
think I understand the Chinese 
people better and their ways of 
living.

TWO BROTHERS LEARN 
TOLERANCE 


LESSON THEXT—Mark 8:14:17; Luke 
9:49-56; I John 4: 7, 8. 

GOLDEN ‘TWXT—And this command: 
ment have we from him, that he who 
loveth God love his brother also,—I John 
4:21, 


Intolerance {s soundly condemned 
in our day, and we agree that the 
spirit which hates or hinders a man 
because he is of a certain race or 


creed is definitely wrong, Even 
within Christian circles we could 


well learn more of that fine spirit 
of Christ which is epitomized in the 
words, ‘no respecter of persons.” 

A word of caution is needed, 
however, lest we come to extend 
our tolerance to that which is sinful, 
wicked or destructive. One should 
never tolerate poison in a child's 
food, or in his textbooks. One does 
not tolerate a fire while it destroys 
one’s house. Nor should’ one be 
tolerant of false teaching which 
breaks down faith in the Bible as 
the Word of God, 

James and John were outstanding 
in their places of leadership for God, 
We learn in our lesson for today 
that 

I, God Wants 
(Mark 8:14-17). 

There seems to be an impression 
current in some places that being a 
Christian is practically synonymous 
with being a weak, frightened, neg- 
ative person without either person- 
ality or power, : 

The fact is that the gospel of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ right- 
ly interpreted, and fully received 
into the heart and life of a man, 
brings such a tremendously enrich- 
ing and transforming experience 
that it appeals to all, including the 
vital, dynamic type, 

These two men were ‘the sons 
of thunder"’; that is, they had that

flashing alertness and power of per-.| 


sonality which made them quick to 
understand and decisive in action, 
True, it showed itself in an impa- 
tience which was wrong and a de- 
sire to bring down judgment, when 
they should have shown compas- 
sion, but that was power out of con- 
trol, always a dangerous thing. 
II, God Wants Balanced 
(Luke 9:49, 50), 


Men 


Power goes to a man’s head, and } 


he needs the balance of God to keep 
him from going astray. Then too, 
strong men have intense loyalties 
and are not afraid to assert them, 
and are prone to condemn all who 
do not cdnform. 

John was here exhibiting that 
dreadfully sectarian viewpoint which 
persists even in our day. To him it 
was not enough that a man was do- 
ing the Lord's work; he must either 
join their particular circle or quit. 
He was willing to stop a work of 
grace because this disciple of Christ 
was not in the regular group, That 
same spirit prevails today, 

One wonders how some narrow 
sectarians can read the words of 
Jesus without blushing in shame 
and rushing to his feet for forgive- 
ness and cleansing. 

God wants dynamic men to work 
for him; but he wants them to be 
poised and balanced in their deal- 
ings with others, especially with the 
brethren. 

If. God Wants Patient Men (Luke 
9:51-56), 

The friction between the Jews and 
the Samaritans dated from the time 
when the latter—a half-Gentile peo- 
ple--were denied the right to help 
in building the temple. That be- 
came the foundation for long and 
bitter strife, which showed up in 
such a discourteous act as to re- 
fuse a night's lodging to travelers 
because their destination was the 
hated city of Jerusalem. 

Their offense viewed from anoth- 
er angle was far more than a bitter 
lack of courtesy, for they were turn- 
ing from their door the Son of God, 
the Lord of glory, 

Stubborn prejudice combined with 
spiritual ignorance to make this 
tense and explosive situation, The 
sons of thunder had an answer 
ready—let’s blow them off the earth. 

Simple, wasn't it? Yes, but nei- 
ther right nor kind. These poor 
people should have drawn forth 
their compassion, not their hatred 
or a desire for revenge. 

Whenever and wherever you see 
a man set to get revenge on an- 
other, you see a man who knows 
nothing of the true spirit of Christ 
(v. 55). 

1V. God Wants Loving Men (I 
John 4:7, 8). 

Love is not merely something 
that God shows toward men or in- 
spires in their hearts. God is love. 
Being God, he is love, and that love 
is not a passive quality but an ac- 
tive one, He loves, 

Because he is love, those who 
profess to belong to him are also 
to love one another, to love a world 
lost in sin, yes, to love even the ut- 
terly unlovely, 

Volumes have been written on 
this subject, but here we must be 
satisfied just to state the fact and 
to ask ourselves the direct question, 
Do | manifest the love of God in 
my life? Well, do you?
